In consequence of the decision of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant to vary the method hitherto 
nursued regarding the publication of the Criminal and Judicial Statistics of Ire and, the present report 
has been prepared somewhat out of the course followed on previous occasions, and is issued as a separate 
volume A few remarks are necessary in order to explain these changes. Prior to the year 1882 
the Criminal and Judicial Statistics of Ireland were edited by the late Dr. Neilson Hancock. In consequence 
of Dr Hancock’s failing health, I was requested to undertake the editorial work for the year 1882, at the oame 
time receiving His Excellency’s instructions to introduce certain modifications into the form of the report 
These instructions were carried out, and up to the present time the general form of report adopted for 1882 
has been adhered to, such additions and improvements being introduced from year to year as circumstances 
rendered necessary or desirable. The text of these reports consisted of two parts-namely, Part I Criminal 
Statistics and Part II. Judicial Statistics. The tables were numbered m one consecutive series, and placed at 
the end of the report, thus the two parts of the report and the tables were all comprised in one volume. Tie 
plan now introduced for the first time is that recently adopted for the Judicial Statistics of England Wales 
P namely the issue of two separate volumes to be styled respectively Judicial Statistics of Iieland, Pai , I. 
—Ordinal Statistics.” “Judicial Statistics of Ireland, Part Il.-Civil Statistics.’’ The present volume 
constitutes “ Judicial Statistics, Ireland, 1895, Part Il.-Civil Statistics.” It is issued in advance of Part I, 
as extensive alterations and additions which are being introduced in the Tables for the latter necessitate 
delay which ■will not occur in future years. T W G

PART II. — CIVIL STATISTICS. 



The Tables in this part include Statistics relating to the Civil Jurisdiction of all 
(hurts in Ireland. 

The Courts and Offices are divided into those which relate to the Central Adminis- 
tration of Justice, and those which relate to the Local Administration of Justice. 
The latter are classified into larger and smaller District Administration of Justice, 
according to the size of the districts into which Ireland ' is divided for the Special 
Jurisdiction. 



I.— CENTRAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

The Central Administration of Justice’ includes the High Court of Justice, which 
consists of four divisions — Chancery, Queen’s Bench, Exchequer, and the Probate and 
Matrimonial Division. 

There are three outlying Courts : — The Court of the Land Commission, the High 
Court of Admiralty, and the Court of Bankruptcy. 

The Central Appellate Jurisdictions, viz., Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal, Ireland ; 
Court for Cases Reserved for Judges of the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions ; 
the Privy Council in Ireland ; Her Majesty in Council ; and the House of Lords ; 
have been grouped along with the other Central Jurisdictions, as they are closely 
connected with .them. The proceedings in the Court for Crown Cases Reserved are 
dealt with in Part I. Criminal Statistics. 

The chief business of the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions (the proceedings at 
the Plea side) is given in consecutive tables. The Statistics regarding the exclusive 
jurisdiction of each of the divisions : — at the Crown side of the Queen’s Bench, as to 
election petitions and acknowledgments of married women in the same division, and at 
the Revenue side of the Exchequer, are given last, as the business is so small, compared 
with that transacted on the Plea side of these divisions. 

The proceedings at Jury Trials in Dublin of these divisions ; the Dublin County 
Court Appeals ; the proceedings at chambers before a single Judge ; and the applica- 
tlo ns to have cases of minor importance remitted to County Courts form another 
group. 

The offices of Registration of Judgments and Local Registration of Title are grouped 
together, and along with them . is given the Registry of Deeds, as the functions 
performed by all three are somewhat similar.

The Lord Chancellor made 32 orders on Petitions as to Commissioners for- 
administering oaths for the High Court of Justice. There were 3 orders on Petitions 
as to Notaries. The orders as to other Petitions, including Minor Matters, were 23. 
The warrants for Magistrates were 474, as compared with 384 in 1894, and 395 in 
1893; the warrants as to Coroners were 4. 

The return of the Secretary at the Rolls included in Table 5 gives the particulars, 
of the petitions set down for hearing before the Master of the Rolls. 

In the Crown and Hanaper Office there were 3,529 proceedings during the year 1895, 
as compared with 3,527 in 1894. 



Land Judge. 

Under the Land Judge the net rental, or annual value (where given) of Estates 
sold in the year ended 1st November, 1895, was £22,079 as compared with £29,052 in 
1894, £23,615 in 1893, £38,986 in 1892, £28,623 in 1891, £15,896 in 1890, £28,269 in 
I889’, £18,399 in 1888, and £17,974 in 1887, and the purchase money was £356,371, 
as compared with £447,999 in 1894, £393,185 in 1893, £500, 860 in 1892, £410,491 m 
1891 £242 413 in 1890, £402,923 in 1889, and £272,442 in 1888. As the properties 
sold did not consist solely of fee simple lands, the several amounts here set forth 
include the purchase money of life estates and other limited terms as well as of lands 
in fee. 

The number of cases pending at the end of the year in the Judge's Chamber was 
3,817 as compared with 2,929 in 1894. 

The number of petitions filed in the year ended 31st October, 1895, was 119, being 
19 under the number in the preceding year, only 17 being by owners. The number of 
affidavits filed was 3,054, against 3,090 in 1894. 

The number of abstracts of title lodged was 103, and the number of deeds and other 
documents lodged 3,201. 



Queen's Bench and Exchequer Divisions. 

The proceedings at the Plea side of the Queen's Bench and Exchequer Divisions are 
arranged in a single table for each division, although the figures have been supplied J 
three officers— the Clerk of Writs, the Master, and the Registrar, 



The total number of writs of summons for the two divisions showed a decrease 
of 1,024 from 17,517 in 1894 to 16,493, following a decrease of 1,606 m 1894, as co 
pared with 1S93 The number of cases which actually came to trial by jury m u 
in 1895 was 198, being 46 under the number in 1894 ; the amount of money recovered 
at these trials shows a decrease from £18,150 in 1894 to £10,397, following a decrease 
of £4,306 in 1894, as compared with 1893. In this connection it may be obse 
that the amount and importance of Judicial business in Ireland where there 
much litigation respecting titlo to land and to easements, cannot be at all adeq. 
estimated from the mere amounts either claimed or recovered by suitors. 



Of the other business of the Divisions on the Plea side, there were 16,868 
being 146 under the number for 1894, which showed a decrease of 964 as comp 
with the number for 1893. 
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At Chambers there were 312 summonses against 228 in 1894, and 238 in 1893. 
The motions on notice before a single Judge numbered 621 or 99 more than in the 
preceding year. The number of exparte motions, including consent orders, granted 
before a single Judge, was 1,458, being an increase of 75 as compared with the number 
in 1894, which was 170 under that for 1893. 

The Judges for Jury trials in Dublin also hear Appeals from the Courts of the 
Recorder, the County Court Judge for the City and County of Dublin.

The figures in the above table show an increase of business in some departs 
ments of the office, and a decrease in others. The number of Judgments of the 
Irish Superior Courts registered was 2,390, being 41 under the number for the year 
1894, which was 281 under that for 1893. 

In the latter part of 1888 the compulsory registration of Recognizances, as a charge 
against Real Estate was dispensed with, unless specially ordered. 

Eight only of the Judgments registered in 1895 were obtained before 15th July, 1850 
(which judgments alone affect land without being registered in the Deeds Office a 
Judgment Mortgage) : of the 332 Judgments re-registered, 323 were obtained e 
15th July, 1850, and 9 since that date. 
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On comparing the number of judgments registered with the number of executions 
issued on J udgments in the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions, it appears that tion of 

5,301 judgment executions are returned in the proceedings in Masters’ Offices as entered Justice. 
up, and that 2,390 judgments were registered in the Registry of Judgments Office. Local 
Table 23 contains a return of proceedings in the Local Registration of Title (Ireland) 0 f Title 
Office, under 54 and 55 Vic., cap. 66, for the year 1895. During the year there were 
1,382 — 1,379 compulsory, and 3 voluntary — applications to register in cases completed 
by the Land Commission before the end of 1891 (in which a written application and 
examination of the Title are required). The total number of current cases (i.e., cases 
sent down from day to day by the Land Commission, and registered as of course, no 
application being necessary), and application cases registered during the year was 
4,184. In the year also 1,481 Titles were read, and 3,389 Searches issued. In the two 
years, 1892 and 1893, which were the first years during which the Act of 1891 was in 
operation, 8,627 cases were registered, 6,450 Titles read, and 4,041 Searches issued, 
and in the year 1894 there were 5,882 cases registered, 2,969 Titles were read, and 3,320 
Searches issued. 



Bills of Sale are registered by the Master of the Queen’s Bench Division, and Bills of Sale 
included in his return of business at the Plea side. They are grouped here with a le *°‘ 
the business in other offices of registration. The number of bills of sale was 202, as 
compared with 311 in 1894, and 327 in 1893. 

The number of deeds registered in the Registry of Deeds Office in the year was 22,525, Registry of 
as compared with 22,964 in 1894, and 24,315 in 1893. Judgment Mortgage Affidavits Table 24. 
are included in this number : they amounted to 483, as compared with 486 in 1894. 

The searches made by the public were 5,747; those lodged for official search were 4,227, 
of which 1,534 were negative searches, and 2,693 common searches. The abstract book, 
entered up to 18th December in 1894, was, on the 31st of December, 1895, entered up 
to 16th December. In 1894 the Lands Index was entered to 23rd of November, and in 
1895 it was entered to 22nd November. The Transcription of Memorials was com- 
pleted to 23rd of November in 1894, and to 9th November in 1895. The negative 
searches lodged but not made were 18 in 1894, and 38 in 1895, and the common 
searches lodged but not made numbered 22 in the former and 59 in the latter year. 

The negative searches made and ready for delivery but not taken out amounted to 
420, and the common searches to 68. 



Taxation op Costs. 

The Costs taxed in the Consolidated Taxing Offices, and certified, amounted Taxation of 
to £227,720. The corresponding amount for 1894 was £238,136, which shows a Table 25. 
decrease of £10,416 for last year, following a decrease of £4,187 in 1894 as compared 
with 1893. 

Administration op Property. 

There were 68 new receivers appointed by the Land Judge (or other Judge of the Receivers 
High Court, but accounting to the Land Judge), as compared with 63 in 1894, 96 in j” Lan<1 
1893, 71 in 1892, 90 in 1891, 150 in 1890, 156 in 1889, 154 in 1888, 102 in 1887, 153 Tab?o%6. 
in 1886, 149 in 1885, 154 in 1884, and 151 in 1883. The total number under the 
Land Judge at the end of the year was 1,241 as compared with 1,266 at the end of 1894 
and 1,405 at the end of 1893. 

The year’s rental under the Court of the receivers and guardians who passed accounts, 
which are filed in the Consolidated Record and Writ Office, is £325,060, of which 
•£106,250 was in minor matters, and £218,810 in other actions and suits.

over that for 1893.

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As the Finance Act of 1894 entirely altered the basis on which duty on affidavits leading Central 

to Grants of Probate and Administration is charged, no comparison can be made between 

the duties paid under that Act and those paid under previous Acts. Justice.

There were 3 causes pending at Tab1 ®® 31 
end of 1894, making 23 in all to be disposed of. 

The motions and summonses heard were 36, final judgments and decrees 7, and Bankruptcy, 
instruments, &c., prepared in the Registry 45 ; showing a total of 88, being 53 under j^gg 35 
the total in 1894, and 32 over that for 1893.

Finance. 

The Accountant-General, High Court of Justice, Chancery Division, carried over 
(in cash, securities, and other effects) on 1st of October, 1895, .£5,446, 773 ; being- 
4:130,226 under the amount carried over on the corresponding day in 1894. 

Table 38 contains particulars regarding the Receipts and Payments of the 
Accountant-General of the Supreme Court of Judicature in Ireland, in respect of the 
funds of suitors in said Court, and a statement of Liabilities and Assets in respect of 
such funds, also particulars of securities in Court. 

A Return has been obtained from the Inland Revenue Department of the Law 
Taxes levied in connexion with the High Court of Justice; see Table 39. 

Appellate Jurisdiction. 

The Proceedings in the Supreme Courts of Appeal, during the year 1895, with the ex- 
ception of those in the Court for Crown Cases Reserved, are shown in Tables 40-44. 

During the year 33 appeals from final judgments from Divisions of the High Court of 
Justice were heard and judgment delivered by Her Majesty’s Court of j Appeal in Ireland,. 
15 of which Appeals were from the Chancery, 10 from the Queen’s Bench, and 8 from 
the Exchequer Division. There were 67 appeals (including ex-pccrte appeals) from 
interlocutory orders from Divisions of the High Court of Justice heard, viz. : — 22 from 
the Chancery, 23 from the Queen’s Bench, 19 from the Exchequer, and 3 from the 
Probate and Matrimonial Causes Division. Sixty-five appeals from other Judges or 
Courts were heard, 6 of which were from the Judges in Bankruptcy, 1 was from the 
High Court of Admiralty, 25 were Registry of Voters Appeals, 2 were cases stated 
pursuant to County Court Appeals (Ireland) Act, 1889, and 31 were appeals from the 
Irish Land Commission. There were also 28 original motions heard. The Judgments 
delivered were 170. In I27f of these the Judgment below was affirmed ; in 35 it was 
reversed ; and in 8 cases varied. The Court sat on 124 days. 

There were 17 applications to the Privy Council in Ireland for confirmation of 
provisional Orders made in pursuance of the “Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 18.83 to 
1892,” and there were 2 such cases remaining from 1894 ; in 2 cases the Orders were 
confirmed, in 14 the Orders were disallowed or varied, and 3 cases were pending at 
the close of the year. There were also before the Council 7 applications under the 
“Tramways and Light Railways (Ireland) Acts, 1860 to 1890”; 12 objections to Schemes 
framed in pursuance of the “Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885 ” (in all of 
which the Schemes were confirmed, 4 petitions under the Fisheries (Ireland) Acts, 4 peti- 
tions under the Irish Education Acts, 1892-93, and one application under the Pharmacy 
Act (Ireland), 1875, sec. 35. 

There were no appeals from Ireland to Her Majesty in Council. 

Four applications from Ireland were presented to the House of Lords in the year 
1895, 2 of which were in matters of Real Property, and 2 in matters of Personal 
Property. One cause was affirmed, and at the close of the year 3 effective causes re- 
mained for hearing. 

There were no cases of the nature of those reserved for the Judges of Queen’s Bench 
and Exchequer Divisions, as to P resen tment and other cases not within the 11 & 12 Vic., 
cap. 78.

There has been a decrease of 49 in the number of wills proved and letters of adminis- 
tration granted in 1895, at the District Registries, of which there are eleven. This 
decrease follows an increase of 161 in 1894, as compared with 1893, and a decrease of 
384 in 1893 as compared with 1892. The aggregate number at both Central and 
District Registries (7,940) is 7 over the number in 1894, 434 over that for 1893, 
and 260 under the number for 1892. 

The 33rd section of “ The Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 1881,” affords local 
facilities for obtaining grants of probate or letters of administration, where the gross 
value of the personal estate of the deceased does not exceed £300, and by section 16 of 
“The Finance Act, 1894,” the limit has been extended to £500. In 1895 there were 
W Ireland 99 towns where officers of Inland Revenue were authorized to deal with 
applications under the provisions referred to.

Civil Proceedings on Circuit. 

There are five circuits in Ireland, and. Assizes are held in thirty-three towns. Six of 
these towns are counties of cities and towns with distinct Grand and Petit Juries and 
Officers. The Grand and Petit Jurors of the county of the town of Carrickfergus are 
bought to Belfast for assize purposes, but those of Drogheda are not brought to 
Dundalk, the county town of Louth. The following statement contains a Summary of 
the Civil Proceedings on Circuit during the year 1895.

The number of causes entered for trial on circuit in 1895 was 172, being an increase 
of 18 as compared with that for the preceding year, and 43 under the number for the 
year 1893. The amount recovered, which had fallen from £13,518 in 1893 to £5,652 
in 1894, rose to £9,518 last year. 

The Appeals from County Court Judges and Recorders numbered 3,324 in 1894, and 
3,366 in 1895. 
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There were, in 1895, 14 objections to Presentments heard by Judges, and 498 special 
directions given. 

Railway traverses under the Railway Acts, which had fallen from 45 in 1893 to 31 
in 1894, fell last year to 11. There were no tramway traverses under Tramway 
Acts in either 1894 or 1895. The traverses other than railway and tramway traverses, 
which had fallen from 1 64 in 1893 to 55 in 1894, were last year 62 — £21,134 was 
■claimed in the cases where verdict's were given, and £l 3,008 found by verdict. 

The memorials from persons fined for non-attendance as Jurors fell from 52 in 1894 
to 40 in 1895. The fines appealed from in cases heard were £114 in 1894, and £285 
in 1895. In both years the fines in cases heard were altogether remitted.

It appears from this table that the number of cases for disposal which had fallen 
from 83 in 1893 to 63 in 1894, fell to 16 last year. 

There have been no applications for confirmation of leases since the year 1882. 

The decrees in 1895 were 2, and the dismisses 5, in 1894 there were 24 decrees and 
*6 dismisses. 



In the 2 land claim cases in which there were decrees in 1894, the total amount claimed Decrees. 
was £1,338, and the total amount decreed without deducting allowances for set-off to 
Landlords for dilapidation, rent, &c., was £225.

From these statements it appears that during the year 1895 “fair rents were 
fixed in 4,221 cases (3,145 in court and 1,076 out of court)— all being for the Firs 
Statutory Term — the “former rent ” of the holdings dealt with in these cases being m

A Return of Sales to Tenants under the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1885, in 
which the Loans were issued during the years ending 31st December, 1894, and 31st 
December, 1895, has been furnished by the Commissioners, and is given in Table 63, 
page 91. 

From this Return and those published in the Reports on Criminal and Judicial 
Statistics for the eight years 1887-94, we learn that the number of Tenant Purchasers 
in the first year (August, 1885 — August, 1886), in which the Act was in operation, was 
1,204, in the second 2,518, in the third 4,470, in the fourth 2,819, in the fifth 2,709, in 
the sixth 3,067 , in the seventh 3,1 76, in the eighth 3,367, in the period from 22nd August, 

1893, to the 31st December, 1893, 300, in the (calendar) year ended 31st December, 

1894, 1,247, and in the year ended 31st December last 202 ;the total number up'to the 
last mentioned date being 25,081, of whom 12,946, or 51’6per cent., were in Ulster; 
4,905, or 19-6 per cent., in Munster; 4,034, or 16*1 per cent., in Leinster; and 3,196, 
or 12'7 percent., in Connaught. The total Purchase money for the whole period, from 
the 22nd August, 1885, to the 31st December, 1895, was £10,075,094, of which £48,384, 
was for Sales in the year ended 31st December, 1895, and the total amount of 
Loans £9,909,553, including £48,309 advanced during last year. In the first year 
the average number of years’ Purchase on Net Rental was 18 ’3, in the second 17’5, 
in the third 17 ‘4, in the fourth 17% in the fifth 16 ‘2, in the sixth 16-6, in the seventh 
16'9, in the eighth 17’1 ; in the period from 22nd August, 1893, to 31st December of 
that year, 16*6 ; in the year ended 31st December, 1894, 16‘9 ; and in the year 
ended 31st December last, 15'5. 

Table 64, on page 91, contains a Return of Sales to Tenants under the Purchase of 
Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, in which Loans were issued during the years ending the 31st 
December, 1894, and 31st December, 1895. The Loans issued last year amounted to 
£575,541, the Purchase money agreed upon being £595,041 ; in the year 1892 (the first 
in which Loans were issued under the Act), the amount lent was £90,448, and the 
Purchase money agreed upon £95,149; in the year 1893 the loans were £646,546, and 
the Purchase money £664,873, and in the year 1894 the loans were £787,597, and the 
Purchase money £809,150. In the four years combined the Purchase money amounted 
to £2,164,213, and the Loans to £2,100,132. The Loans for the four years were made 
to 6,301 Tenant purchasers, of whom 2,725, or 43 per cent., were in Ulster; 1,602, or 
26 per cent., in Munster; 961, or 15 per cent., in Leinster; and 1,013 or 16 per cent., 
ln .Connaught. The average number of years’ Purchase on the Net Rental was 17'0 in 
each of the two years 1892-3, 16’9 in 1894, and 17’0 in 1895. 

Prom the above summaries it will be seen that the total amount of Loans issued 
un der both Acts (1885 and 1891), from August, 1885, to the close of last year, was 
■£12,009,685 and the gross amount of Purchase money agreed upon was £12,239,307. 
The Loans were made to 31,382 Tenant purchasers, of whom 15,671 or 49'9 per cent., 
Were in Ulster; 6,507, or 20'8 per ceDt., in Munster; 4,995, or 15'9 per cent., in 
Leinster; and 4,209 or 13 ‘4 per cent., in Connaught.

Proceedings op Sheriffs. 

The proceedings of Sheriffs in the year of their office 1895-96, including those having 
relation to Jurors summoned, and those already referred to, are set forth in detail in 
Tables 57 and 59. 

Jurors. 

The revision of the General Jurors’ Lists resulted in the striking off of 47,047 
out of 122,236 persons, or 38 per cent. ; there were only 95 persons added by Revision 
Court, including 90 in the City of Dublin. 

Besides those struck off on revision there were 353, exempted by Clerks of the Peace 
and 10 struck off by Judges. This gives the total number of Jurors on the corrected 
General Jurors’ Books (when handed to the Sheriffs) in all Ireland as 74,921, of whom 
62,936 were on rated qualification, 8,690 were £10 freeholders, 2,858 were £20 lease- 
holders, 413 Directors or Managers of Public Companies, and 24 Harbour Commissioners. 

In the case of 17,457 persons on the Special Jurors’ Lists, 5,961 persons were struck 
off by Kevision Court, and 155 exempted by the Clerks of the Peace, and 4 struck off 
by Judges ; 165 were added by Revision Court, so that there was a net reduction 
of 5,955, or 34 percent. When handed to the Sheriffs the books showed 11,502 Special 
Jurors. 

The total number of jurors returned as summoned in the year is 45,729, as 
compared with 48,115 in 1894. Of the number for 1895, 5,561 were Grand 
Jurors* for Assizes, Commissions, and Superior Courts ; 9,282 were Grand Jurors 
for Quarter Sessions; 1,972* were Special Jurors for Assizes, Commissions, and 
Superior Courts ; 12,862 were Petit and Common Jurors for Assizes, Commissions, 
and Superior Courts ; 14,461 were Petit Jurors for Quarter Sessions ; 1,256 were Jurors 
in Civil Bill cases before County Court Judges or Recorders ; and 335 were Jurors for 
other purposes.

The number of appeals from Magistrates heard at Quarter Sessions, as appears from 
the above figures, was 66 lower in 1895 than in 1894, the number for which year was 
92 under that for 1893. Of the appeals heard and decided in Court during 1895, in 
233 cases the previous decisions were affirmed, in 145 reversed, and in 82 varied. 

Spirit Licences. 

The number of licences granted at other Quarter Sessions than the annual licensing 
Sessions was 830 which, with the number granted or confirmed at the Annual Sessions 
(1,634), makes 2,464 in all, and of these 426 were on original application, compared 
with 484 in 1894.

In Leinster and Connaught the postponements were less frequent than they were 
during the preceding year ; in each of the other provinces there was an increase. 
In Leinster the postponements fell from 48 in 1894 to 46 last year; in Munster the 
number rose from 100 to 117 ; in Ulster there was an increase from 31 to 34 ; and in 
Connaught the number fell from 117 to 105. The total number for all Ireland was 302 
against 296 in 1894, the number for which year was 69 under that for the year 1893 
and 300 under the number for 1892.
